‘Wa have recaivel s. copy. of an Aberdéen 
paper opataining on obituary notice of the 
Rev, Monsiguor Stopani, one of the most 
prominent Romina Catholic clergymen in 
the North of Scotland. <The decestod 
clorpyman ‘was tho brothet of Mr Stopiul, 
of the Hongkong and Whainpoa Dock Oom- 
pan. With tha sxcapiion. only of tha 
notable Priest Gordon, no Roman . Catholic 


oo ttergyman of recest yaars was better known 


or more popular with.the: people of Abor- 
deen than Monsignor. Stopani. It wea 
maialy through his efforts that. the megui- 
ficeat Cathedral of St.Mary's was com~ 
pleted, and in many other ways ho. wos 
auccossful in consolidating tho, work of his 
church in tho elty of Aberdeen and the. aur- 
rounding countle, . For sixteen years he 
occupied a eoat onthe School Board, and 
on rotiring two years ago received the thanks 
of bis colleagues for the valuable assiatance 
he had given in the conduct of educational 
afairs in bis tative city, From ..the 
notice before us we learn that William 
Btopani was bora in 1890, sud when 
only thirteen yuars of age commenced 
hiacollege courts of ecclesiastical studies 
at&t, Mary’s College, Blairs, noar Aberdeen. 
Having completed hie course at Blairs, 
Mr Stopani left Scotland on Ist May, 1974, 
procseding to Valladolid to prosecute his 
studies in the College of San Ambrazsio. 
In the fair city of Polencia ho was ordained 
priest on 30th May, 1864. Returning to 
Scotland in June of the eame year, ho on- 
tered on his mirdstry at Preshome,, Banif- 
abire, where, duting his short ministry, he 
greatly endeared himself to the Roman 
Qatholic community of tho. district. He 
remained at Preshome but a fow months, as 
in September o! the samo year he was 
transforced to Aberdeen to igbour as pricst. 
In Absrdesn.ha.baa.remained over. since. 
Aswe have said ha laboured bard and 
earnestly on babslf of the charch, and this 
work wae recognised fy the Vatican. 
In 1884, on the etablishment of Deanerics 
in Beotland, Mr Stopani was appointed 
Deen of St. Mary, which comprised the 
oversight of the Roman Oatholie communi- 
ties in Aberdoen, Aboyno, Blairs, Braexnar, 
Olova, Fetternosr, Glengairn, Inverurie, 
Kirkwall, Peterhead, Stonehaven, Strichon, 
and Woodside, Three years later, in 
February, 1887, he was appointed a Vicar- 
Ganeral, in virtue of which appointment he 
was sutitled to dicharge the ditties similar 
to those of Bishop in the’ Diocese. 404 
matter of fact, he has on two separate 
occwions—melanholy occasions for. ‘the 
Roman Catholic Ohurch—-had that daly 
laid upon him, ‘The first was on the 
cccmion of ‘the death | of ‘Bishop “John 
Macdonald, and the other on the doatt 
only a very short time sfterwards—of 
Bishop Grant, the immediate predecessor of 
ths present Bishop. Some four years age 
Desa Stopani recelved aa additional honour 
at the hands of the Pope.in having con- 
ferrel upon his the dignity of Domestic 
Prelste, which plicod him in a rank inferior 
only to that of ‘Bishop.
